Mr. Ford repudiating the articles and 
announcing that such writings never 
again will appear in the columns of the 
Independent. 

Mr. Ford’s statement, copyrighted by 
the New York American and given out 
through Arthur Brisbane, expressed 
“great regret” over any injury the ar- 
ticles may have cause, and added that 
a survey he had made showed him that 
“this journal (the Independent), in 
tended to be constructive and not des- 
tructive, had been made the medium 
for resurrecting exploded fictions.” The 
statement concluded with the assur- 
ance that “henceforth they (the Jews) 
may look to me for friendship and good 
will.” 

Following publication of Mr. Ford’s 
Statement, it developed today that 
counsel for Aaron Sapiro, who has a 
$1,000,000 libel suit pending against the 
automobile manufacturer, had beem ac- 
tive in negotiations that led to its is- 
suance.

Marlboro authorit*s had read in the 
newspapers that Miles witnessed the 
murder of Mills, and immediately asked 
the Rockville police to place him under 
arrest.

THROUGHOUT CHICAGO 


Other Companies Call Lock- 
out When Sinclair Men 
Order a Strike. 


Shicago, July 8 (A.P.).—Virtually 
every gasoline service station in Chica- 
go’s metropolitan area was closed and 
tank wagons taken off the streets when 
the operating companies today turned a 
threatened strike of station employes 
and truck drivers into a lockout.

Second Precinct Worst, With 
22 “Graves; Test Begun 
for Glaring Headlights. 


The Twelfth Precinct, one of the 
largest in the city, embracinz Wood- 
ridge, Brookland and other neighbor- 
ing communities, has the distinction of 
being the only precinct in the city void 
of a fatality from an automobile acci- 
dent in the last year and a half. 

This is an unusual commendation 
for Woodridge, Brookland and other 
communities in the Twelfth Precinct, 
for the traffic is heavier perhaps than 
in any other suburban precinct in the 
city. 

In the office of W. H. Harland, traf- 
fic director, there is a map with pins, 
stuck at places where automobile fa- 
talities occurred in the city during 
1926 and so far this ir. Yellow pins 
represent death during the day in 1926, 
and black-dotted yellow pins deaths at 
night in 1926. Red pins and red pins 
with black spots in the center, repre- 
sent the fatalities day and night so far 
this year. 


Symbolical of Graveyard. 


The map may be regarded as sym- 
bolical of a graveyard, each pin the 
headstone of a grave, since the pins 
indicate the exact locations of acci- 
dents in the streets resulting in graves. 

The graves are thickest in the down- 
town section. The Second Precinct 
has most—22 graves. Four of the 
graves were created in the day in 1926 
and seven at night. Six have been 
created in the day in the precinct so 
far this year, and five at night. There- 
fore the precinct’s record is growing 
worse, for eleven persons have been 
killed by automobiles within its limits 
this year. This is exactly the number 
killed during the whole of last year. 

The entire city graveyard has in it 
115 graves, 76 of which were created 
last year and 39 up to the present time 
this year. At this rate, which seems 
to be fairly steady, this graveyard will 
grow to the proportions of a real ceme- 
tery within the next few years. This 
will be the case unless the miracle can 
be performed of teaching drivers and 
pedestrians alike to be careful. 


* Fewer Deaths in Suburbs. 
From the heavy sprinkling in the 


into the suburbs, where they becorné 
scattered. 

However, the whole of the Twelfth 
Precinct is conspicuously blank, not one 
“grave” in the section. Not one has 
been created on this part of the map, 
There should exist in this section a 
joint association of automobilists and 
pedestrians, and the association should 
be given a silver cup, or some other 
token of honor and notice, for unwit- 
tingly, perhaps, setting up this record. 

The Thirteenth Precinct, embracing 
a wide area, including the Brightwood 
section, has the next best record, with 
only two fatalities during the period 
stated. Both occurred in 1926. No 
graves have been created by automo- 
biles in the section so far this year. 
Both fatalities last year occurred at 
night. 

The Twelfth Precinct’s record is re- 
markable, considering that almost all 
of Rhode Island avenue beyond North 
Capitol street is in the precinct. Then 
there is a large stretch of Bladensburg 
road to be considered, and Michigan 
avenue, a heavy traffic artery. 


Motor Count on Avenues. 


In the traffic count recently com- 
pleted this part of Rhode Island ave- 
nue showed 1,696 cars passing in two 
hours, from 4 to 6 o’clock in the after- 
noon. Bladensburg road showed a trafe 
fic of 1,719 cars during the two hours, 
On Michigan avenue there was a traf- 
fic of 1,087 cars at this time of day, 
when there is an average of 2,250 cars 
an hour pass on these three arteries 
in the Twelfth Precinct. No other 
suburban precinct in the city has as 
many large traffic arteries with traffic 

so heavy. 

Two other suburban precincts, how- 
ever, have a single traffic artery with 
heavier traffic than any of these three. 
Georgia avenue, in the Thirteenth Pre- 
cirict, has a traffic of 2,423 cars‘at one 
point. Neither of the two fatalities in 
that precinct occurred on Georgla ave- 
nue. 

Four graves have been made in the 


teenth Precinct. 
necticut avenue, which, with a traffic 
count of 2,272 cars in the two hours, 
is the heaviest artery in the section. 
Three occurred in 1926, and one so far 
this year. 

Four graves were made in the terrle 
tory of the Eleventh Precinct.

Determination of American Delegates Not to Yield on

or Not a Treaty Results.

Uniess the unexpected happens, 
American success at the Geneva tri- 
partite maval conference is regarded 
here as assured. The temporary dead-

Second—America is not ready or will- 
ing to sign an agreement which does 
not follow the original principles con- 
tained in the American proposal, and 
if Great Britain and Japan do not in- 
tend to extend the Washington Con- 
ference limitations and therefore will 
not sign a treaty on this basis, an aban- 
donment of the conference would, it is 
added, be viewed by the American peo- 
ple as a relinquishment of further 
restraints upon the United States, and 
be ‘hailed with as much, if not more, 
enthusiasm than an actual agreement. 
In a nutshell, the American delega- 
tion at Geneva does not have to reath 
an agreement with the British and the 
Japanese to achieve what is so fre- 
quently termed a “diplomatic victory.” 
Hugh 8S. Gibson, heading the Ameri- 
can delegation, and his associates, will 
not in any event come away from the

/ment or they will succeed in notifying, 
|if not’ warning, the American people 
| that the leading naval powers are not 


genuinely and sincerely committed to 
the principles of limiting naval arma- 
ments. And this warning, if it comes, 
will be generally regarded from coast 
to coast as an achievement of real 
value to the American people. There 
has, incidentally, been a widespread 1im- 
pression among a large percentage of 
the people of the United States that 
it is futile to really expect foreign pow- 
ers to limit armaments without gaining 
some advantage to themselves aside 
from the general advantage that comes 
from reducing the burdens of their tax- 
payers. In this sense, it is regarded as 
high time to clear the atmosphere so 
that the American people may know 
whether the limitation of armaments 
idea is to be carried out in earnest or 
to be used merely as a pawn on the in- 
ternational chessboard. 

Secretary Kellogg, who has. been 
guiding the American deliberations in 
matters of major policy, has maneuvered 
the United States into the sort of pref- 
erential position which the British are 
usually found to be occupying in in- 
ternational conferences. In other 
words, he has played his cards in such 
& marner as to assure American suc- 
cess, no matter which way the final 
wind-up to the conference comes. If 
it siycceeds in reaching agreement, 


(America wins, and if it fails to agree, 
|America wins. The only question is 
which of the two possible outcomes 
would bring the greater diplomatic vic- 
tory to the American people. Usually, 
|'British diplomacy specializes on’ the 
\heads-we-win, tails-you-lose brand of 
present instance America has fallen 
heir to this role. 

The chief support which Secretary 
Kellogg has for his policy comes from 
the fact that the American people 
would be quite as willing to see the 
conference break up in a disagreement 
as to see an agreement reached. Vir- 
tually none in the United States is on 
record as hoping to see America yield 
anything in order to obtain an agree- 
ment. From the standpoint of internal 
politics in the United States, if would 
admittedly be dangerous and disadvan- 
tageous to the Coolidge administration 
to permit an agreement to be signed 
which sacrificed the principle of 
equality with Britain on the 5-5-3 
ratio with Japan. Such an agreement, 
if reached, would be subjected to the 
most searching scrutiny and political 
opponents of the administration would 
eagerly seize upon any evidence, how- 
ever slight, of -American surrender. 
And the United States Senate, which 
would discuss the treaty with a view 
to ratification or rejection this winter, 
would be the scene of the most un- 
pleasant criticisms of the administra- 
tion if Secretary Kellogg and Mr. Gib- 
son abandoned American principles for 
the purpose of reaching an agreement 
at Geneva. 

It is very doubtful if the Senate 
would ever ratify a treaty based on 
compromise of the cardinal American 
principles. The temper of the Ameri- 
can people, as reflected in the last Sen- 
ate and the last House, was strikingly 
against the limitation of naval arma- 
ments idea. President Coolidge’s ap- 
peal to the Congress to desist in be- 
ginning construction of the _ three 
10,000-ton cruisers fell upon deaf ears 
and the Congress reversed him. The 
President’s statement that a new par- 
ley on limitation of armaments was 
imminent and that the construction 
should be held up as a consequence 
made no impression on the Congress. 

There has been a manifest impression 
among the British and Japanese dele- 
gations that the United States desired 
to reach an agreement, even at the ex- 
pense of compromise, and that an 
agreement which apparently met Amer- 
ica’s wishes but contained jokers here 


Japanese would be welcomed by Secre- 
tary Kellogg and Mr. Gibson. 

The involved technical questions and 
the juggling of cruiser and destroyer 
tonnages and other points too intri- 
cate for the average citizen to under- 
stand seemingly made the conference 
a fertile field for the British and Jap- 
anese experts. But it is now begin- 
ning to dawn on the foreign delegates 
that the stibstance and not the froth 
is remaining the center of American 
interest at Geneva, and «the question 
looms as to whether Great Britain and 
Japan will squarely meet the issue and 
agree to a genuine and fair limitation 
Program or break away from the Wash- 
ington Conference principles and risk 
renewal of competitive naval building 
on types not covered by that confer- 
ence. By the end of the month, if not 
sooner, the die will be cast.

HOME-MAKING IS PRAISED 


Colorado Springs, Colo., July 8 (A.P.). 
Members of the National Women’s Party 
made it plain today at their annual 
convention that their campaign for an 
equal rights amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution will be prosecuted 
thoroughly. 

The fight to make women equal with 
men before the law, which heretofore 
has received its support chiefly from 
women in the larger cities, is to be 
carried to the rural regions. Mrs, Isaac 
Dixon, of Maryland, chairman of the 
Farm Women’s Council, announced in 
her report ‘that immediate steps will 
be taken to organize the rural women. 

Miss Maud Younger, chairman of the 
party’s congressional committee, in- 
tends to revive her famous card 
catalogue system, she told the con- 
vention. This consists of keeping a 
minute record of the attitude and 
actions of all members of Congress 
with regard to the equal rights pro- 
posal. It was used successfully in the 
campaign for equal suffrage, which re- 
sulted in the nineteenth amendment. 

The every-day duty of being a home 
maker was extolled by Mrs. Thomas V. 
Winters, of Dayton, Ohio, as being one 
of the most. worthwhile and dignified 
professions for women. She declared 
that recognition of the home maker 
as @ professional woman was a neces- 
sary step in the progress of American 
feminism.

Local Self-Government Offers 
Only Workable Basis, He 
Says in Indiana. 


RIGHTS HELD UNCERTAIN 


French Lick, Ind., July 8 (A.P.).— 


government of law to a government of 
men, and a power that often approaches 
tyranny has been vested in the Fed- 
eral Government, Gov. Albert C. Ritchie 
of Maryland declared in an address 
here today before the annual meeting 
of the Indiana State Bar Association. 

“The government is no longer the 
creature and protector of our individ- 
ual rights, but is rapidly becoming the 
dictator of them,” the speaker assert 
ed. “Today local stlf-government fur- 
nishes the only efficient, effective, 
workable basis on which the diversi- 
fled and changing problems in our di- 
versified and changing land can ever 
be practically settled.” 

Gov. Ritchie’s address followed an 
oration by Nathan Levey, of South 
Bend, Ind., winner of the 1927 annual 
high school oratorical contest conduct- 
ed by the bar association on “The Con- 
stitution.” 

The American government has be- 
come the most regulatory in the 
western world, outside of Russia and 
Italy, Gov. Ritchie asserted. He de- 
clared inspectors and spies and official 
regulators follow the American from 
the day he takes his first nourishment. 

“Here he is told what he may eat, 
there what he may smoke and every- 
where what he may drink. What~he 
may read or write or see on the stage 
is prescribed, too, and not content with 
this, his government advises him how 
to hang his curtains in his home, what 
meat to cook for his Christmas dinner 
and not two months ago the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture distributed 
throughout the country a treatise en- 
titled a ‘Pocket Essay on Kissing.’” 

Gov. Ritchie asserted that the “grow- 
ing contempt for law” is attributable 
in a large measure to “this unholy Zeal 
for more law.” “Those at least who 
knew what rights were under a gov- 
ernment of law often do not know un- 
der this government of men whether 
they have any rights at all,” he said.

BANNED BY CHIEFS 
OF NATIONS BANKS 


Stabilization of Franc Also 
Impossible of Discussion, 
Statement Holds. 


TOPICS STILL SECRET; 
LOANS ARE SUGGESTED 


Schacht to Sail Wednesday; 
Norman’s Departure Date 
Is Indefinite. 


New York, July 8 (A.P.).—Mystery 
which has clouded the informal con- 


versations here and in Washington by 
high executives of the central banks 
of four countries was partly dispelled 
today by the issuance of an official 
statement giving a general outline of 
the purposes of the meeting. The an- 
nouncement, which was given to the 
press in person by Benjamin Strong, 
governor of the Federal Reserve Bank, 
stressed the fact that there “has been 
and could be no discussion of any repa- 
ration questions, nor the stabilization 
of the French franc.” 

Departing from his usual custom of 
leaving contact with newspaper men to 
the bank’s public relations department, 
Mr. Strong received them on this occa- 
sion in his private office. The visiting 
bankers, Gov. Montagu Norman of the 
Bank of England, Deputy Gov. Charles 
Rist of the Bank of France and Presi- 
dent Hjalmar Schacht of the Reichs- 
bank were not present. There was no 
indication that any of them had 
swerved from their. original “gentle- 
men’s agreement” not to submit to in- 


terviews. 


The Official Statement. 


The official statement which held 
closely to announcements made at the 
Federal Reserve Bank before the arrival 
of the visitors, follows: 

“The expected presence in this coun- 
try of officers of the Bank of England, 
the Bank of France and the Reichs- 
bank was explained by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank prior to their arrival. No 
statement could be made as to any 


| specific matters to be discussed, as no 


topic had been suggested in advance. 
“During the last week their time has 
been devoted mainly to exchange of 
views regarding financial and economic 
matters, the policies of the banks of 
issue and like subjects, which are of 
concern to these institutions. These 
subjects naturally include the rela- 
tionship of their respective rates of dis- 
count, the operation of the so-called 
gold exchange standard which has had 
so extensive a development since the 
war, the expensive shipments of gold 


| which necessarily affect the reserves of 


the banks of issue, the purchasing pow- 
er of gold and various proposals to pro- 
mote closer cooperation. 

“Methods for dealing with these sub- 
jects are not capable of exact defin!- 


ition, but the friendliness and better 


understanding resulting from these ex- 
changes of views can not fail to be 
helpful. 


No Reparations Talk. 


“Yesterday was spent in Washington 
in order to make calls of courtesy upon 
the members of the Federal Reserve 
Board and to attend a luncheon given 
by the board at which the officers of 
the Treasury Department were present. 

“There has been and could be no dis- 
cussion of any reparation question ‘nor 
the stabilization of the French franc.” 

It was reiterated at the Federal Re- 
serve Bank that the visitors had come 
to America this summer to be the 
guests of Gov. Strong for the reason 
that Mr. Strong was unable on account 
of his health to visit Europe as has 
been his custom for several years. The 
impression that there is anything for- 
mal about the meetings or that any- 
thing is to be definitely decided is en- 
tirely erroneous, it was declared. 

Amplification of the statement that 
the stabilization of the franc was not 
under discussion was made in the dec- 
laration that such action was purely a 
domestic matter and could not be con- 
strued as the business of the bankers. 
Open discussion of this phase of popu- 
lar surmise concerning the conversa- 
tions was characterized as “embarras- 
sing” not only to the Federal Reserve 
a but to the visiting bankers as 
well, 

Definite information'as to what top- 
ics, other than the general subjects 
listed in the official statement, was not 
made public. Among topics which it 
has been suggested would come within 
the scope of the conversations, and 
which closely concern financial insti- 
tutions in all countries was the matter 
of international loans. A $20,000,000 
credit to the Bank of Poland, and the 
refunding of certain French issues of 
high coupon rate, notably the 8 per cent 
loan of 1920, have been suggested as 
subjects with which a conference of 
international bankers might concern 
themselves. 

Dr. Schacht authorized the announce- 
ment that he would sail for home on 
next Wednesday. Gov. Norman sent 
word that he did not know when he 
would return to England. No message 
from Mr. Rist was delivered.

Acree, in Georgia, Only Issues 
Statement to Jurors on 
Woman’s Charges. 


IS NOT CROSS-EXAMINED

Acree, principal of the Stephens County

During the trial Ansley Bowers, 
estranged husband of the floggers’ vic- 
tim, has sat beside his wife and they 
have frequently held whispered consul- 
tations as witnesses were being cross- 
examined. Mrs. Bowers has employed 
an attorney to assist in the prosecu- 
tion. Mrs. Bowers filed suit for di- 
vorce some time ago.

The long-expected formal announce- 
ment of Mr. Sheffield’s quitting was 
made almost simultaneously by him 
and the executive offices. The an- 
nouncement came from Everett San- 
ders, the President’s secretary, and then 
Mr. Sheffield, who had come in from 
the lodge after a day’s conference with 
the President, granted newspaper men 
an interview. 

He steadfastly refused to be drawn 
into a discussion of this country’s re¢ 
lations with the Southern republic, de- 
spite the fact that he had told news- 
paper men on his arrival Thursday 
that he would have “plenty to say” 
after seeing the President. And he in- 
sisted that he did not want to be in 
the light of refusing to answer certain 
questions nor did he want any infer- 
ence to be drawn from these refusals. 

It was learned authoritatively, how- 
ever, that the recently developed case 
revolving around the Transcontinental 
Oil Co., a subsidiary of the Standard 
Oil of New Jersey, is considered by the 
administration to be the most serious 
arising under the Calles policy. This 
company was notified, it is understood, 
that the Mexican government not only 
refused it a drilling permit but con- 
sidered it had forfeited its American 
protection. 

There is no suggestion here of a cri- 
sis, but the case is looked upon as pro- 
viding the most formidable test in the 
relations of the two governments since 
the oil controversy arose. 

It certainly is not serious enough 
as yet for the President to be appraised 
of it, it was made known. The Presi- 
dent stated that no advices of any new 
developments in Mexico had come to 
him from the State Department, so 
anything that is happening down there 
is still within the classification of the 
Secretary of State’s routine, so to speak. 


Sanders Accompanied Sheffield. 


Mr. Sanders accompanied Mr. Shef- 
field as he talked to newspaper men 
and vouchsafed the explanation, which 
was subsequently also given by the 
President, that Mr. Sheffield, when he 
visited White Pines Camp last sum- 
mer, expressed a desire to quit. The 
high plateau country and the hard 
work at Mexico City were not condu- 
cive to his good health, Mr. Sheffield 
explained, although he made known 
that he did not want to leave the im- 
pression that he was in bad health. 
He was prevailed upon at that time 
to return to his post for three or four 
months, at least. Instead, he has stuck 
it out for a year. Now he has submit- 
ted his resignation, to be accepted at 
the “convenience” of the President. 

He has few plans concerning the 
future except to obtain a long rest, 
he said. He does not want to tarry 
around New York, because there - he 
would be subjected to as many ques- 
tions as if he were at Mexico City. He 
plans to leave July 21 for a trip to 
England and Scotland, and there he 
expects to get the rest he considers he 
needs. 

Mr. Sheffield was appointed Ambas- 
sador to Mexico September 9,, 1924, tak- 
ing over the post as this country’s 
first ambassador after the resumption 
of diplomatic relations.

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AUTO FUEL CONSUMPTION 
TO BE GUT BY CHEMI Ts 


Scientists, at Convention, Tell 
of Steps Under Way for 
Cheaper Operation. 


LESS OIL TO BE NEEDED 


State College, Pa. July 8 (A.P.).— 
Scientists attending the Institute of 
Chemistry of the American Chemical 
Society believe automobiles are losing 
their appetites and that motor cars of 
tomorrow will not consume the fuel 


required by those of today. 

E. D. Killefer, associate editor of In- 
dustrial Engineering Chemistry, said 
today that improvements in automobile 
engines now being effected by some au- 
tomobile maunfacturers, and being 
contemplated by others,. together with 
newly developed fuels, will permit au- 
tomobiles to cover 30 to 50 per cent 
more miles per gallon. 

In addition to the reduction per mile 
of gasoline consumption, a newly de- 
veloped material to be used on bear- 
ings will greatly reduce lubricating oil 
consumption, William Blum, of the 
United States Bureau of Standards, 
said. 

Compression ratio in engines will be 
considerably increased, scientists as- 
serted, explaining that the space at the 
top of the cylinders will be much 
smaller than at present, producing 
higher compression. Ordinary gasoline 
will cause a “knock” if used in an 
engine of high compression but “gases” 
have been developed exploding slower. 

It is not expected that the new high- 
compression engines will be adopted im- 
mediately. although it was stated un- 
officially that one of the largest auto- 
mobile manufacturers is making new 
cylinder heads to be fitted to automo- 
biles now in use to turn them into 
high-compression plants. 

Automobile engineers have calcu- 
lated that the “perfect automobile” 
would travel approximately 480 miles 
on a gallon of gasoline, under perfect 
conditions. This machine, however, 
would be so unsightly and uncomfort- 
able that it would be difficult to find 
anyone willing to ride in it.

DRINKING BY STUDENTS. 
SLIGHT, BAPTISTS HEAR 


Previous Charges at Session 
in Philadelphia Are. 
Disputed. 


SOBRIETY IS PLEDGED 


Philadelphia, July 8 (A.P.).—Liquor 
consumption by the youth of America 
was under discussion again today at the 
convention of the Baptist Young Peo- 
ple’s Union of America in an open for- 
um presided over by Representative 
Grant M. Hudson, of Michigan. 

In marked contrast to the testimony 
of some of the delegates yesterday that 
there was much drinking among young 
people, speakers today asserted that they 
had found but little, especially among 
students. 


Mary Mackrell, a student at Temple 
University, told the conference that she 
had attended many affairs of her school 
and had never seen any student intox!i- 
cated. 

A student of the University of Minne- 
sota said there was some drinking at 
his college, but added that the students 
_ themselves were stamping out the prac- 
tice. 

Edgar R. May, social worker and dele- 
gate to the convention from Kansas 
City, who was among the speakers yes- 
terday, said today that he had made no 
specific charges of drinking among the 
young people of his home church, the 
West Side Branch of the First Baptist 
Church. 

“I did not say drinking parties had 
been held in the basement of our 
'church,” said Mr. May, “but I did say 
I had seen young people ceme into the 
social rooms of the west side branch 
who were under the influence of liquor. 
However, they were not members of 
our church.” 

Mr. May endeavored to make it clear 
that his statements of yesterday had 
no reference to any special church and 
| said he had wired an explanation to 
the Rev. A. J. Haggett, pastor of the 
| Kansas City church, who took excep- 
tion to Mr. May’s remarks. 

“I wish to reiterate,” said Mr. “ay, 
"the statement that on certain occa- 
sions I was practically ostracized be- 
cause I would neither drink nor smoke 
on parties with young peoples These 
young people were church people, but 
I do not name any particular congre- 
gation.” 
| Asserting that 3,000 members of the 
| Baptist Young People’s Union had 
| pledged themselves to sobriety and ad- 
vocacy of law enforcement, Representa- 
tive Hudson said it was the enthusiasm 
of the young people of America that 
made the eighteenth amendment pos- 
sible.

Petersburg, Va., July 8.—Petersburg 
was visited late yesterday by one of 
the severest wind storms in several 
years. Much damage resulted. The 
wind, which at times attained almost 
cyclonic proportions, was accompanied 
by a heavy downpour of rain. 

During the storm, which was more 
violent in the western part of the city, 
the roofs of five tobacco sheds were 
torn off by the wind and three of 
them virtually destroyed. With the 
destruction of these sheds more than 
200,000 pounds of tobacco was ex- 
posed. 

The loss is estimated at several thou- 
sand dollars. Much damage was done 
to buildings at the fair grounds, where 
the wind was so violent that a 6,000- 
pound circus wagon was blown 100 
feet. 

At the city home a number of sheds 
were leveled and roofs and chimneys 
of several houses blown off, entailing 
a heavy loss. The roof of the men’s 
bible classroom of the Wesley Method- 
ist Episcopal Churcn was blown off, 
and other damage done. 

Some 300 telephone lines were put 
out of commission by falling poles and 
wires.

There was 
nothing unusual or unexpected in the state- 
ment. It certainly did not warrant the con- 
clusion, drawn in some partisan quarters, that 
the Democrats would be able to organize the 
next Senate with progressive aid. Granted 
that the protestations of La Follette regarding 
the purity of progressive motives are true, it 
is not likely that he and his associates are go- 
ing to surrender the privileges of organization. 
Senate patronage is not so lightly tossed off. 
Progressive aid in organization would not be 
rewarded with committee chairmanships by 
the Democrats. There are not enough places 
to go round, and deserving Democrats would 
be given the first call. 

There is yet another contingency to be con- 
sidered—the political wisdom of Democratic 
organization viewed in the light of the coming 
presidential campaign. Minority leaders might 
easily look the progressive gift horse in the 
mouth. Democratic controt of the Senate 
would bring with it responsibilities which those 
in power would have to assume and the ad- 
ministration could escape. It would not be so 
easy to criticize the legislative acts of a party 
which lacked control of both branches of Con- 
gress. It is hardly wise for the Democrats to 
make merry over assistance that has not been 
actually offered, and which, if tendered, might 
have to be refused. 

NEARLY THREE GALLONS EACH. 

The ice cream industry, which, while con- 
suming but 3.8 per cent of the milk pro- 
duced in the United States, employs more 
than 50,000 persons and pays out in salaries 
more than $75,000,000 a year, did pretty well 
in 1926. Ice cream consumption throughout 
the country amounted to nearly 2,000,000 
gallons more than in 1925, although the con- 
sumption per person fell off .03 gallons from 
the 1925 record of 2.80 gallons. The reason 
for this, says the Department of Agriculture, 
is that during six months of 1926 the weather 
as a whole was colder than in 1925. 

It is interesting to note that in 1910 the 
estimated production of ice cream was about 
95,500,000 gallons. Ten years later produc- 
tion had reached- 260,000,000 gallons. lLast 
year there was manufactured nearly 325,000,- 
000 gallons, which represents an increase of 
240 per cent in sixteen years. 

The United States is a nation of ice cream 
eaters. Of recent years the phenomenon is 
particularly noticeable. Everybody eats it— 
plain, covered with sirup or fruit, incased in 
a jacket of chocolate, perched in a pastry cone 
or even stuck on the end of a stick. Men, 
women and children are alike, so far as their 
taste for the frozen confection is concerned. 

KXIT BAN JOHNSON, 

Ban Johnson passes from the picture of pro- 
fessional baseball. The owners of the Ameri- 
can League, many of whom owe their place in 
commercialized sport to Johnson, have deposed 
the founder of the organization. He retires 
an old and man, With a record of 
achievement to sustain him. It might be said 
that he could ask for but little more. 

This was not enough, however, for Johnson. 
He wanted to be the controlling force in the 
game which he did so much to establish, and 
this his associates decided he could no longer 
be. Over-a-period of more than twenty years 
Johnson’s word was law in the American 
League. The rival of the National League was 

. the child of his brain. He saw it grow from 
an outlaw organization to one enjoying full 
and equal rank with the older body. The 
doing of it was not easy. Johnson had to fight 
Opposition from within and without. He had 
to clean up baseball and make it attractive to 
a public which suspected its honesty. 

All of these things Johnson did, and in doing 
so he made enemies within and without his 
own league.’ These men eventually insisted 
that baseball needed a bigger man than John- 
son. Seven years ago they selected Kenesaw 

Mountain Landis. as the supreme dictator of 
baseball. Johnson, used to playing a dictato-

of Landis; It was apparent for years that one

Johnson went down fighting. Disciplined 
and threatened by his associates, he refused to 
abandon his place in the baseball sun or his 
feud with Landis. Orders from his league 
meant nothing to Johnson under such circum- 
stances. He loved baseball too much. He has 
been shorn of all authority, but the imprint of 
his character can not be erased from the game 
he did so much to establish. 


THE ROBERT McLENNAN CASE. 


The immediate dismissal of incompetent 


| persons responsible for tue treatment of Robert 
' McLennan is the duty of the District and 
Emergency Hospital authorities. 


Robert McLennan was fatally injured on 
The car 
with which he collided was driven by a police 
officer, who arrested McLennan and charged 
him with drunkenness. He was taken to 
Emergency Hospital, where a member of the 
staff diagnosed his condition as one of alco- 
holism. From the hospital he was taken to a 
police station. Nearly six hours afterward he 
complained of severe pains, and an Emergency 
Hospital physician was called. This official 
stated that McLennan was “faking,” but 
finally the man was sent to Gallinger Hospital, 
where a competent examination was made. it 
was found that his back and ribs were broken, 


| and no signs of alcoholism were discovered. 


McLennan died of his injuries. 

While accurate diagnosis and prompt treat- 
ment would not have saved this man’s life, 
there was no excuse for the ignorance and 


_brutality of those responsible for his care. 
| The public may well shudder at the thought 


that any individual may, by accident, fall into 
the hands of the individuals who permitted 
McLennan to lie for hours without any atten- 
tion except the brutal suggestion that he was 
shamming illness. 

The people deserve protection against such 
treatment as was dealt out to Robert Mc- 
Lennan. The District and Emergency Hospital 
authorities should make an overhauling of 
their personnel. 


A STORY-BOOK MURDER, 


The Montgomery County murder mystery 
apparently is no nearer solution than it was 
immediately after the crime was committed. 


| The victim, a prosperous dairyman, was shot 


down in cold blood by a stranger at dawn on 
Thursday morning. The only clew is a note, 
detailing an alleged indiscretion with an un- 
named married woman, written in the form of 
a confession apparently designed for the mur- 
dered man to sign, found pinned upon the vic- 
tim’s back. This note, written on a typewriter 
with characters of unusually small size, af- 
fords hope for solution of the crime through 
finding the owner of the typewriter, 

Not having found any evidence that the 
story contained in the confession is true, police 
are working on the theory that it was left 
with the body to distract attention. Here 
then is a story-book murder mystery—inno- 
cent victim, mysterious, black-garbed stranger, 
planted false evidence, and clew. Yet the crime 
is sO gruesome and horrible that whatever 
story-book characteristics it may have are 
blotted out by grim reality. 

Those whose duty it is to investigate the 
crime should leave no stone unturned until 
it is solved. The man who committed the 
murder is no ordinary criminal. The mind 
that conceived so enormous a crime will not 
stop at others. Fortunately the piece of type- 
writing affords a sure clew to the identity of 
the murderer, 
persistent enough to follow it up.

“TWENTY-SIX YEARS LATER.” 


‘One hundred and ten feet above the sur- 
face of the mound on which towers the Wash- 
ington Monument is the mark that indicates 
where the first work of construction stopped. 
Many years elapsed between the date of that 
stoppage and the completion of the shaft. 
A change of the kind of stone used left a 
line which plainly shows where the old work 
was left off. 

Twenty-six years after the date when the 
original construction stopped, because of ex- 
haustion of funds, Congress decided that the 
shaft should be completed and work was again 
started. 

In 1901 a carefully wrought out plan was 
prepared for the treatment of the landscape 
surrounding the monument. That plan met 
with general approval. But again the lack 
of funds interfered with the work, and ‘“‘noth- 
ing was done.” Now, by a strange coinci- 
dence, 26 years after the adoption of the plan 
for beautifying the grounds, that plan has 
been revived through the report of J. L. Nagel, 
one of the engineers of the Arlington Bridge 
Commission, which has just been laid before 
the National Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission. This plan provides for sunken gar- 
dens on the north side and massive stone 
steps on the west, together with a circular 
reflecting pool between the shaft and Seven- 
teenth street.

HENRY FORD’S LATEST. 


Henry Ford has demonstrated before this 
that he combines with the qualities that have 
made him one of the foremost men of his 
time certain naive characteristics exceedingly 
hard to explain. ‘He is not always the hard- 
headed business man that one would expect a 
person of his accomplishments to be, nor does 
the sum of his knowledge and understanding 
always square with the public picture of the 
faculties which a man of his. type should 
possess. : 

There was, for instance, the incident of the 
peace ship and its famous but ill-guided 
slogan, “Out of the trenches by Christmas.”’ 
It was a form of idealistic idiocy that appealed 
tremendously to those rural editors who were 


| a party to it, but it was hard then to under- 
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stand in what fashion it appealed to the origi- . 


nator and producer of the cheapest American 
automobile. . 
Then came the day when Mr, Ford was at 
some difficulty to explain his conception of 
American history. The man who had revolu- 
tionized the entire business of manufacture 
and production characterized detailed knowl- 
edge of his country’s past as “bunk,” and dis- 
played a profundity of ignorance that was re- 
freshing. Probably as a result of that ex- 
perience the motor magnate did become suffi- 
ciently interested in the history of Mother 
Goose to purchase the farm that sheltered the 
heroine of ““Mary and Her Little Lamb.” 
And now Mr. Ford discovers that the ex- 
ceedingly vigorous and bitter anti-Jewish 
campaign conducted by the Dearborn Inde- 
pendent had been better left undone. ‘‘Had 
I appreciated even the general nature, to say 
nothing of the details of these articles,”’ he 
announces, “I would have forbidden their cir- 
culation without a moment’s hesitation.” The 
Dearborn Independent, it so happens, belongs 
to Mr. Ford. The anti-Jewish articles therein, 
which Mr. Ford now withdraws in full, ran 
over a period of several years. They created 
a storm reechoed in all quarters of the globe. 
Yet, in all that period, they appear to have 


| escaped the notice of the owner and pub- 


lisher. The naivete of Mr. Ford as a pub- 
lisher surpasses any of his previous demon- 
strations of simplicity. In the future he ought 
to have himself put on the mailing list of the 
Dearborn Independent. 


A MISSISSIPPI SURVEY. 


That an attempt at this time to enact legis- 


| lation for the prevention of Mississippi floods 


would be abortive and useless has been pointed 


| out by those best qualified to speak on the 


| subject. 


| in inadequate works prevented. 


Before Congress can act _ intelli- 
gently it is essential that a well-considered 
and carefully prepared program shall be per- 
fected. 

The Mississippi problem has been in the 
hands of the Mississippi River Commission, 
which consists of engineers of the Army and 
officials of other branches of the Government, 
for nearly 50 years. During this time no 
plan has been evolved which could meet the 
situation. When Congress meets in December 
it is certain that many bills will be offered, 
designed to solve the problem of flood con- 
trol, but none of these bills can possibly offer 
an effective plan. 

The problem never can be solved until more 
data are available than are now in hand. 
Foremost among the needs of the engineers 
to whom must be committed the task, after 
the politicians and amateur statesmen have 
made their contributions to the literature on 
the subject, are suitable topographic maps of 
the entire region. Few can conceive of the 
vastness of the empire which is tributary to 
the Father of Waters. Thirty-one of the 
48 States contribute to the drainage that 
forms the Mississippi. The basin covers a 
total of 1,240,000 square miles, of which some 
8,000 square miles are within the Dominion of 
Canada. Of this vast territory less than 14 
per cent has been ‘‘adequately surveyed,” ac- 
cording to the chief topographic engineer of 
the Geological Survey. 

No topographic survey of Montana, Wyom- 
ing, South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, Minne- 
sota, Louisiana, Mississippi, Tennessee or In- 
diana has ever been completed. It is held 


in the several units of the basin the informa- 
tion afforded by maps showing the topography 
is essential, By making such maps before 
undertaking the enormous task of controlling 
the floods the errors of the past may be 
avoided and the expenditure of more millions

To proceed without such would be compar- 
able with a plan to build 1,000 miles of rail- 
road without a map or a survey. 
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AIR AND RAIL COMBINES. 


Immediately after the successful transat- 
lantic flights of Lindbergh and Chamberlin, 
R. H. Aishton, president of the American 
Railway Association, made the prediction that 
freight would be transported by planes within 
a relatively short time; Now the fact has been 
made public that at least five great railroad 
systems are considering supplementing their 
rail passenger service with air passenger serv- 
ice, and have been ‘in conference with the 
aviation division of the Department of Com- 
merce relative thereto. 

The development was made public by As- 
sistant Secretary of Commerce MacCracken in 
a speech delivered before the Ohio Bar Asso- 
ciation. He said further that while none of the 
companies has as yet actually completed ar- 
rangements for the service, nevertheless there 
is little doubt that substantial progress in this 
direction will be made within a year. 

Mr. MacCracken predicts that railroads even- 
tually will be forced to add the supplementary 
service, and that probably it will be done in 
conjunction with already established air trans- 
port companies. The greatest need for the 
fruition of passenger air lines, he says, is a 
strong administrative organization to carry on 
the routine work of selling tickets and caring 
for the business end of the enterprise. The 
railroad logically fulfills that mission, and 
this is the way in which it will gain entry into 
the air transport field. 

Railroads learned a costly lesson from the 
motor bus. At one time they were secure, 
not only for long hauls, but also for the trans- 
portation of freight and passengers over short 
distances. When buses first appeared railroad 
officials did not take them seriously. Gradu- 
ally the bus. found public favor, and estab- 
lished itself firmly in-short-haul’work. When 
revenues began to drop off railroad officials 
took notice, and today railroad administrations 


are meeting motor competition by going in for | 


bus operation themselves. 

Commercial air transport is on the eve of 
great development, and the railroads will not 
again permit themselves to be caught napping. 
Looking at the American transportation pic- 
ture of the future, one sees the public utiliz- 
ing both air and rail, with the organized rail 


' agencies serving all the needs of air transport.

Bruce, Reported Coming to 
Air Parley, to Bring 
Wife Home. 


RESIGNS AS VICE CONSUL 


David K. Este Bruce, son of Senato1 
William Cabell Bruce, of, Maryland, and 
American Vice Consul at Rome, will 
serve as air secretary of the interna- 
tional air conference, to be held here 
during October and November, if ru- 
mors current in official circles are to be 
credited. No formal announcement of 
either the conference or Mr. Bruce's 


connection with it has been made. 

While official confirmation of the re- 
ports is lacking, it is Known that Mr. 
Bruce is seriously contemplating re- 
turning to the United States in one 
capacity or another. He recently sub- 
mitted his resigntion as vice consul to 
the State Department, asking that he 
be relieved of his duties by November 
1. The delicate health of Mrs. Bruce, 
who formerly was Miss Ailsa Mellon, 
only daughter of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon, is advanced as one reason 
for his desire to return to America, an- 
other being the wish of Secretary Mel- 
lon to have Mr. and Mrs. Bruce near 
him as much as possible. 

Secretary Mellon sailed on June 30 
aboard the Conte Biancamano for Gib- 
raltar accompanied by his son Paul. He 
has leased a yacht for an extended 
Mediterranean cruise, on which he will 
be joined by Mr. and Mrs. Bruce. At the 
present time Mr. Bruce happens to be 
on leave, having been away from his 
post for some weeks, for the most part 
without pay. Friends of Secretary 
Mellon are convinced that he is eager 
to have Mr. and Mrs. Bruce return to 
the United States to be near him, for 
he has made no secret of his loneliness 
in Washington since his daughter's 
marriage. It is highly probable, they 
feel, that the Secretary may take occa- 
sion to broach this subject while 
abroad. 

The State Department has no state- 
ment to make, either. about the air 
conference, which will be held under 
its auspices, or about Mr. Bruce’s res- 
ignation, which it has not yet accepted. 
It was said in some quarters that ac- 
ceptance of the resignation is to be 
withheld until after the air confer- 
ence. State Department officials are 
reported to have suggested a leave of 
absence without pay for Mr. Bruce un- 
til that time.

IN TWELFTH PRECINCT

proper, eight deaths occurred, four in 
1926, and four this year. The Southeast, 
therefore, has reached its limit in the 
six months of this year. 

There are seven graves on that por- 
tion of thé map embraced by the Fourth 
Precinct, which covers the Southwest 
section, Five of these were made in 
1926, and two so far this year. 

There were eight deaths in the Ninth 
Precinct, embracing a large portion of 
the Northeast section. Five occurred 
in 1926, and three this year to date. 

Eight deaths occurred in the Sixth 
Precinct, seven in 1926, and one this 
year. 

In the territory of the eighth pre- 
cinct, extending from S to Calvert 
streets north and south, and from Lin- 
coln road northeast to Rock Creek 
Park east and west, fifteen graves re- 
sulted, eleven in 1926 and four this 
year, 

In the Tenth precinct six deaths oc- 
curred, all in 1926. There have been 
none so far this year in the precinct, 
which embraces a large portion of the 
upper northwest section, and has heavy 
traffic. 

In the first precinct, the smallest 
in. the city, bounded by K street on 
the north, the Mall on the south, East 
Executive avenue by the WHite House 
on the west, and Seventh street north- 
west on the east, there is a nucleus 
of fifteem graves. Nine occurred in 
1926, and six this year. 

In the third precinct, bordering on 
the first precinct toward the west, 
twelve deaths occurred, seven last year, 
and five this year. 

The greatest number of deaths, ac- 
cording to streets, occurred on Florida 
avenue, with a record of nine persons 
Killed, There are eight graves on the 
map along Pennsylvania avenue, seven 
along Fourteenth street, five on Sixth 
street northwest, six on K street north- 
west, five on M street northwest, four 
on Massachusetts avenue, four on 
Connecticut avenue, and one on Six- 
teenth street—and that beyond the 
traffic signal lights. 


Gravestones at Most Circles. 


There are gravestones on the map at 
nearly every circle. Dupont Circle has 
two, Thomas Circle one, Washington 
Circle two and Sherman Circle one. 

Gravestones also are placed conspic- 
uously at various -corners. However, 
those at which traffic policemen are 
placed, such as Fourteenth street and 
Pennsylvania avenue, Fifteenth street 
and Pennsylvania avenue, Fourteenth 
street and New York avenue, and vari- 
ous others, are conspicuously free of 
such markers. 

The old drivers now applying anew 
for permits still are baffled by the reg- 
ulations, Forty-five applicants were re- 
fused yesterday out 144, and 40 who 
filed were old drivers with years of 
experience. They all failed on regula- 
tions.

OF HUTCHING LAWSUIT 


Trustee Ordered to Pay Back 
$2,000 Received as Sales 
Commission. 


HELD LIABLE TO ESTATE 


Justice Jennings Bailey, of the 
Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia, yesterday disposed of the suit 
brought by Charles H. Merillat, as one 
of the trustees of the estate of Stilson 
Hutchins and Walter Stilson Hutchins, 


son of Stilson Hutchins, against Meyer 
Cohen, also one of the trustees of the 
Stilson Hutchins estate, by signing a 
decreé in the case prepared by John E. 
Laskey, counsel for Messrs. Merillat 
and Hutchins. The Judge declined to 
sign a decree prepared by Frank Hogan 
and William G. Johnson, representing 
defendants. 

Under the terms of the decree Cohen 
is ordered to pay back to the estate 
$2,000 which he is alleged to have re- 
ceived as his share of the commission 
on the sale of the Highlands and West- 
moreland apartment houses. In ruling 
on this, Justice Bailey said, “It was a 
profit which he made as trustee out 
of the trust estate, and I do not think 
that he had any right to take that 
money, and he is liable to the trust 
estate for it.” 

The court ruled, in regard to allega- 
tions in the bill of complaint that 
Cohen had placed insurance on various 
properties of the estate in companies 
from which he received commissions, 
that there was no proof of this charge. 
It also held that Cohen had not acted 
in bald faith in accepting the $2,000 
commission on the real estaté sale, and 
that therefore the petition that he be 
removed as a trustee should be denied. 

The decree sets forth, however, that 
the plaintiffs shall recover their costs 
in the case from Cohen.

T took Clarence Charest, the one- 

armed court marvel, exactly one 

hour and one minute to defeat 
Gwynn King yesterday in the finals of 
the 1927 District singles championship 
on the Wardman Park courts. By vir- 
tue of his victory over King in straighi 
sets of 6—3, 6—3, 6—0, Charest came 
into permanent possession of the Even- 
ing Star challenge cup, that has been 
in competition since 1915. 

Charest had previously won the Dis- 
trict title in 1921 and 1922, thus gain- 
ing two legs on the coveted trophy. 
With the exception of 1923, the veteran 
has since reached the final round in 
every year, only to be eliminated in 
the deciding match. 


In his match with the elongated 
King yesterday, the veteran flashed 
a steady and brilliant game. His 
uncanny placement shots and his 
cross-court drives were the big fac- 
tors in his sweeping victory. 


King fell down badly on his service, 
an asset which was generally predicted 
to carry him through. The tall player 
was plainly hampered by the-enforce- 
ment of the foot fault rule, which had 
been lax in the early rounds of play. 

Charest got away to a commanding 
lead in the opening set by capturing the 
first three games, and won out in the 
first match on King’s service, despite a 
slight rally by the latter. 

The veteran then proceeded to take 
the following set, by a 6—3 score, much 
to the surprise of the gallery. King’s 
vaunted service had lost most of its 
drive, and Charest was playing the base 
and side lines with great skill. 


The final set was the shortest 
of the match, the veteran easily 
winning by a 6-0 score. Only in 
the final game was the score carried 
beyond deuce. 


The veteran Charest also figured 
prominently in the only other match of 
the day, the semifinal doubles.

LITTLE CREEK RAIL 
TERMINAL ASSURED 


Pennsylvania Road = An- 
nounces Authorization at 
Cost of $4,000,00. 


Philadelphia, July 8 (A.P.).—An- 
nouncement was made today by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad that the ex- 
penditures necessary to complete all of 
the construction work on its Little 
Creek freight terminal near Norfolk, 
Va., has been authorized. The terminal 
will be in operation in 1928. When fin- 
ished it will represent an expenditure 
of approximately $4,000,000. 

The Little Creek project will provide 
& new southern terminal for the car 
floats and tugs of the Cape Charles 
route. It will shorten the water haul 
by 12 miles across the mouth of the 
Chesapeake Bay. The present disturb- 
ance from Capt Charles to Port Nor- 
folk, the southern terminal now in use. 
is 36 miles. In addition it will reduce 
the congestion of vessel traffic in 
Hampton Roads and the Elizabeth 
River by taking the freight-ferrying 
operations entirely out of those waters. 

The ‘work now authorized will con- 
sist in completing the float bridges and 
building the necessary yards and tracks 
to connect the Little Creek Terminal 
with the Belt Line Railroad, thereby 
providing access to the other railroads 


serving the city of Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth districts.

The Commissioners, however, instruct- 
ed tho secretary of their board, Dan- 
fel E. Garges, to write to the associa- 
tion asking for a description of the 
signs and how and where it is proposed 
to place them. The concurrence is sub- 
ject to approval of specified plans. 


Shortage in Printed Traffic Code. 


Traffic officials were embarrassed 
yesterday by shortage of the supply of 
printed copies of the traffic code. 
ey applicants for new drivers’ per- 
m are failing daily to pass examina- 
tiona, on the regulations. Each fail- 
ing applicant is handed a book of the 
rules. But there are only 25 copies of 
the pamphlet left. Many will have 
to wait for a second test until hew 
ones are printed. 

Wade H. Coombs, superintendent of 
licenses, announced yesterday that 
purchase of new automobiles is falling 
off in the District. Last fiscal year 
there were 132,500 automobile license 
tags issued, 4,073 more than the year 
before. But the increase of automo- 
biles usually has been 10 per cent a 
year, whereas last year’s increase was 
only 3.75 per cent. 

“Few new cars were bought except 
to replace old ones,” said Coombs. 

Of the number of tags issued, 116,031 
were for pleasure cars, 15,020 for auto- 
trucks, 1,149 for motorcycles and 300 
motor buses.

WAR RISK INSURANCE 
SOUGHT BY 200,000 


June Applications Deluge the 
Veterans’ Bureau; Poli- 
cies Delayed. 


(Associated Press.) 


Approximately 200,000 applications 
for conversion and reinstatement of 
war risk insurance were received dur- 
ing June by the Veterans’ Bureau, ac- 
cording to estimates today by Director 
Hines. More than 100,000 of these ap- 
plications were from former service 
men who had allowed their insurance 
to lapse. The period in which insur- 
ance might be converted or reinstated 
closed July 2. 

The director said the exact number 
of policies and their amount could not 
be determined at this time because of 
the deluge of applications for conver- 
sion and reinstatement, but that the 
humber had passed expectations and 
created a condition in the bureau 
which would cause congestion for sev- 
eral days. 

As a result applicants for reinstate- 
ment or conversion can not expect to 
receive thelt policies for some time, and 
all applicants are asked to continue 
payments of their premiums even 
though they do not receive the poli- 
cies before the first premium falls due. 
Because of this congestion veterans are 
requested to refrain from writing to 
the bureau concerning the policies at 
this time.

MTLEMUAN'S DEATH 
HELD ACCIDENTAL 
BY CORONER'S JUR 


Nearly Dozen Testify at In- 
quest Into Fatal Injury of 
Auto Driver. 


NO. TRACES OF ALCOHOL 
FOUND IN EXAMINATION 


Friends of Man, Who Lay 
Injured in Cell, Declare 
Him Exonerated. 


After hearing the testimony of nearly 
a dozen witnesses regarding circum- 
stances before and after the death of 
Robert McLennan, 46-year-old stone 
worker and sculptor, whoée studio was 
at the rear of 1408 N street northwest, 
@ coroner’s jury yesterday gave out the 
following report: 

“Robret McLennan came to his death 
at Gallinger Hospital on July 7, 1927, 
from fractured cervical vertebrae, hem- 
orrhage and exhaustion. Said injuries 
were caused by being in collision with 
a car owned and operated by Arthur 
T. Fihelly, while operating his own car, 
at Seventh and D streets northwest, 
July 4, 1927. We believe this to be an 
accident.” 

The inquest got under way at 11:30 
o’clock in the morning and witnesses 
were questioned briefly and excused 
with few attempts at cross-examina- 
tion. Dr. H. M. Glaubman, of Gallin- 
ger Hospital, was the first witness. He 
testified that when McLennan was re- 
ceived at Gallinger Hospital, from the 
First Precinct Station, he was unable 
to walk or stand, and was able to move 
his arms but slightly. Doctors ex- 
amining him discovered that the pa- 
tient’s reflexes were absent and his 
sense of feeling gone. There was no 
evidence of alcoholism, Dr. Glaubman 
declared. An X-ray photograph was im- 
mediately made, he said, revealing a 
torsion of vertebrae 4—5—6—7, with a 
possible fractured vertebrae. 


Dr. Preece Testified. 


Dr. A. M. Preece, Emergency Hospital 
physician, who attended the man at 
Emergency Hospital and later at the 
First Precinct station, was the next 
witness summoned. He told the jury 
that after taking the injured man from 
the scene of the accident in the am- 
bulance he gave him a thorough exam- 
ination. for spinal injuries. He said 
that the man’s position under the 
wrecked automobile led him to suspect 
that his spine had been injured. Dr. 
Preece testified that he tested the re- 
flexes and senses of the injured man 
and “found them to be O. K.” He said 
McLennan told him that he had lost 
the us of his lgs, but that he was later 
seen by police and nurses to move 
them. His condition, when brought to 
the hospital, could have been due to 
the shock of the accident, Preece said. 
He said McLennan admitted having 
had something to drink and that the 
odor of alcohol was on his breath. 
When asked by police if the man could 
be taken to No. 1 Precinct station he 
answered “yes,” he testified. In reply 
to a question by Coroner Nevitt, Dr. 
Preece said that he was called to the 
station house between 2 and 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon. Responding, he gave 
McLennan another examination, which 
corroborated the first, except that he 
noticed that one leg did not move, as 
at the hospital. He then told officers, 
according to his testimony, that “we 
had better play safe and send him to 
Gallinger.” 


No Indication of Broken Ribs. 


Dr. Herbert E. Martyn, deputy coro- 
ner, in giving the report on the autopsy 
performed by him, said that there were 
no indications of fractured ribs. Gal- 
linger Hospital authorities, however, 
shortly after McLennan was sent there, 
notified police that, in addition to the 
spinal fracture, McLennan was suffering 
from four broken ribs. After the man’s 
death they informed a Post reporter 
that the causes of death were “frac- 
tured vertebrae and four broken ribs.” 

Friends of the dead man expressed 
their satisfaction with the report of the 
jurors. They regard it as exonerating 
him from the charge of driving while 
under the influence of liquor. 

McLennan narrowly escaped death in 
an automobile accident December 26, 
1923, when a car driven by him plunged 
from the Speedway into the Tidal Basin 
inlet. Two passengers in the car were 
killed and McLennan was indicted and 
subsequently acquitted of charges in 
connection with their deaths. They 
were John Craven, 55 years old, a huck- 
ster, and Hammen Eskridge, a Virginia 
truck farmer. 

Police who rescued McLennan from 
the water testified that they smelled 
liquor on his breath, but physicians at 
Emergency Hospital, where he was 
taken, declared there were no evidences 
of alcoholism at the time. 


Flier Talks to Ground 
Above Potomac Park 


The “voice from the sky,” an inven- 
tion recently perfected by the Wright 
Aeronautical Corporation for allowing 
airplane pilots to talk with persons on 
the ground, was demonstrated over Po- 
tomac Park yesterday afternoon for 
naval radio officials. 

The booming voice of the pilot cre- 
ated consternation among the golfers 
on the public links when he greeted 
them. The invention will be of little 
use from a military point of view, ac- 
cording to naval officials who witnessed 
the demonstration. They said, how- 
ever, that it might be of use commer- 
cially, principally for advertising pur- 
poses. 


Auto Breaks Boy’s Leg.
